The laborers went to the house of Mr.Eliiot 
Contractor, attacked him in his bed, and frac¬ 
tured his skull; andhislife is despaired of;

Of nil the conditions of men, and 
mingled with every variety, I Leii 
truth that none is so independent us that of 
an industrious, frugal and sober farmer— 
none affords .more means of contentment 
and substantial enjoyment—none where 
the education has not been neglected, pre¬ 
sents better opportunities for moral and 
intellectual improvement—none calls more 
loudly for religious gratitude—none is 
suited to give a more lively and deeper 
impression of the gooduess of God. 

Some years since, in one of the most 
rugged parts of New Hampshire, among 
its craggy cliffs and rude, bold mountains, 
I was travelling on horseback, and came 
suddenly upon a plain and moss-covered 
cottage in the very bosom of a valley,where 
the brave settler had planted himself on a 
few acres of land which alone seemed ca¬ 
pable of cultivation. Every thing about j 
the residence bespoke industry and care. 
Being fatigued, I stopped to ask refresh ] 
raents for myself ar.d horse. A hale young 
girl of about 15, bareheaded and barefoot¬ 
ed. but perfectly modest and courteous, 
with all the ruddiness of Hebe, and all the 
n.mbleness and vigor of Diana, went im¬ 
mediately for an armful of hay and a meas¬ 
ure of oats for my horse ; and then kindly 
spread a table with a cloth as white 
driven snow, and a bowl of pure milk and 
brownbread for his rider. I never enjoyed 
a meal more ; and offered the family pay 
for their hospitality-; but they steadily 
fused, saying that I was welcome. I 
not willing thus to tax their kindness, 
therefore took out a piece of money to give 
to one of the children that stood n ear.— 
‘No,’ said the parents, ‘he must not take 
it; we have no use for money here.’— 
‘Heaven be praised,’ said I, -teat I have 
found a people without avarice. 

Now here were these humble people,with 
a home which, if it were burned down to 
day, their neighbors would rebuild for 
them to-morrow—with clothing made front 
their own flocks by their own hands—with 
bread enough-and beef, pork, bolter,cheese 
milk, poultry, eggs, <$*c. j n abundance ; n 
good school for six months in the year, 
where their children probably learned 
more, because they knew the value of time 
than those who were driven to school ev¬ 
ery day in the week, aud every week in 
the year—with a plain religious meeting 
on Sunday, where, without ostentation 
and parade, they meet their neighbors, to 
gather the gossip of the neighborhood, to 
exchange friendly salutations, to hear I 
words of good moral counsel, and to wor¬ 
ship God in the most simple, but not the 
less acceptable form—and, above all, here 




in gallant style. 

The Freemasons turned out 
respectable numbers; and it is 
since the people have seen a masonic 
procession, that the aprons and other in¬ 
signia of the craft excited a good deal of 
curiosity.

They formed around 
the brow oflhe hill and base, accord- 
ing to previous arrangement, and, with the 
immense numbers who thronged every 
part of the open space, and every avenue 
leading to it, formed one of the most im¬ 
posing spectacles ever looked upon by 
mortal eyes. 

One ol the old soldiers wore a hat the 
corner of which was pierced with a bullet 
hole, and ever and anon he directed his 
shaking fingers to it and with a trembling 
voice, said, ‘I got that near the spot where 
VVarren fell!'—Another had a paper ball

—‘God bless the memory of Warren, pos¬ 
terity will appreciate his worth!’ 

At about half past 2 o’clock, Mr. Web¬ 
ster commenced his Address, amidst a si¬ 
lence, (after one grand round ol applause as 
lie rose) even in that vast multitude, as 
breathless, almost, as the grave.

They will probably have 
abuut one hundred and fifty wagons, drawn 
by oxen, together with hotses for every in¬ 
dividual, and some milch cows. They will, 
we suppose, take as much provision with them 
as they can conveniently carry .-together with a 
few implements of husbandry. There are in 
the expedition a mi tuber of citizens of inestima¬ 
ble value to any community, men of fine intel¬ 
ligence and vigorous and intrepid character, 
admirably calculated to lay the firm foundation 
of a future Empire.
